Robert L. Ripley, artist, author, and cre¬ 
ator of the most famous phrase in the 
English language, “BELIEVE IT OR NOT,” 
was born on Christmas Day, 1893, in Santa 
Rosa, California, and was educated in the 
public schools there. As a boy he was always 
sketching. 

At the age of sixteen he joined the art 
staff of the San Francisco Bulletin, and even¬ 
tually went to New York City, where he be¬ 
came a sports cartoonist. 

The first “BELIEVE IT OR NOT” cartoon 
was published on December 19, 1918, in the 
old New York Globe. Later Ripley joined 
King Features Syndicate and today they dis¬ 
tribute the “BELIEVE IT OR NOT” feature 
in over 300 newspapers, including 82 foreign 
publications which translate the captions into
